Section  B,  -  Water  Supplies. 

The  West  Somerset  Water  Board  supply  22  of  our  30  parishes  with 
mains  water;  3  other  parishes  ftave  private  estate  mains,  and  the 
remaining  5  are  comprised  of  very  scattered  properties  with 
private  sources.  All  demands  on  main  supplies  were  met  and  no 
restrictions  imposed.  The  quality  of  the  major  supplies  has  been 
excellent  and  minimal  contamination  only  was  recorded  in  most  of 
the  unsatisfactory  samples. 

The  Chemist  and  Bacteriologist  of  the  Water  Board  has 
maintained  a  regular  sampling  programme,  and  I  am  appreciative 
of  the  supply  of  copy  results  in  respect  of  the  village  supplies 
within  this  district.

Investigations  into  the  unsatisfactory  results  were 
undertaken  and  remedial  measures  instituted  by  the  owners. 
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Section  B,  -  Sewerage  Disposal. 

Mains  drainage  is  available  in  19  parishes,  the  disp¬ 
osal  being  mainly  via  the  sea  outfalls  equipped  with  CO'IMINUTORS, 
except  3  areas  which  have  disposal  works  discharging  to  streams. 
Three  other  parishes  have  very  small  sewerage  systems  operated 
by  the  Council. 

The  extension  scheme  to  the  Stogursey  sewage  disposal 
works  and  allied  construction  of  sewers  to  Shurton,  Burton  and 
Knighton  received  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  consent 
and  loan  sanction  for  the  cost  of  nearly  £65,000  was  received. 

The  commencement  was  planned  for  January  1971. 

The  preliminary  investigations  into  the  Timbers  combe 
And  Wootton  Courtenay  Sewerage  Schemes  suggested  a  link  to  the 
existing  Dunster  sewerage  system.  Works  to  prevent  the  infil¬ 
tration  of  ground  water  into  the  Dunster  system  were  undertaken 
and  further  investigations  to  exclude  other  possible  sources 
initiated.  The  eventual  extension  of  main  drainage  to  Timber- 
s combe  and  Wootton  Courtenay  will  not  cnly  relieve  pollution  to 
the  River  Avill,  but  will  provide  a  more  satisfactory  form  of 
disposal  to  properties  with  septic  tanks  which  do  not  function 
satisfactorily  because  of  poor  sub-soil. 

Section  B.  -  Refuse  Disposal. 

The  acute  shortage  of  tipping  space  for  our  neigh¬ 
bouring  Councils,  Watchet  U.D.C.  and  Minehead  U.D.C.,  and  the 
future  prospects  for  our  Rural  Area  have  resulted  in  several 
meetings  between  representatives  of  the  respective  authorities 
over  several  years.  Agreement  was  finally  reached  to  form  a 
Joint  Refuse  Disposal  Committee  and  enter  into  a  contract  with 
the  owner  of  dis-used  Treborough  quarry,  for  him  to  dispose  of 
refuse  from  the  three  authorities.  The  contract  arrangement 
is  to  commence  with  effect  from  1st.  April  1972.  During  the 
interim  period  it  was  agreed  that  the  two  U.D.C.’s  would  use 
our  existing  tip  at  Rcdhuish.  It  is  hoped  that  the  new  arrange¬ 
ment  will  extend  for  a  15  year  period. 

No  significant  alterations  were  made  to  the  refuse 
collection  service  during  the  year,  but  residents  receiving  a 
fortnightly  collection  only  could  obtain  refuse  sacks  where 
required.  In  addition,  publicity  was  given  to  the  fact  that 
the  collection  of  bulky  items  of  refuse,  such  as  3-piece  suites, 
cookers,  etc.,  could  be  made  by  prior  arrangement. 

The  Council  also  resolved  that  collection  and 
disposal  of  derelict  and  obsolete  cars  and  motor-cycles  would 
be  undertaken  for  fees  of  £3  and  £1  respectively.  T^fg  facility 
has  been  accepted  by  several  residents  and  it  should  help  the 
problem  of  abandoned  vehicles  dumped  at  the  roadside,  thereby 
obviating  the  statutory  procedure  of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act. 

Section  C  -  Housing. 

There  are  5173  permanent  dwellings  in  the  district,  of  which 
976  are  owned  by  your  Council.  This  number  includes  173  Old 
People’s  Council  dwellings,  and  there  are  a  further  76  in 
course  of  erection.  Private  enterprise  houses  provided  during 
the  year  totalled  45  and  there  are  a  further  12  in  various 
stages  of  completion.

lousing  Action 


Four  cottages  were  demolished  during  the  year  as  a  result 
of  both  formal  and  informal  action  under  Section  17  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1957.  In  addition,  it  was  resolved  to  serve  Section  16 
notices  on  two  other  properties. 


Housing  Grants. 

The  advent  of  the  increased  improvement  grant  scheme 
created  by  the  Housing  Act  1969  caused  the  Council  to  impose  its 
own  maximum  for  Discretionary  Grants.  It  was  decided  to  make 
improvement  and  repair  grants  of  up  to  £800  in  respect  of  build¬ 
ings  which  are  listed  as  being  of  architectural  or  historic 
interest  and  up  to  £600  in  respect  of  improvements  to  other 
dwellings.  Nineteen  of  the  45  dwellings  receiving  approval 
were  affected  by  this  decision;  sixteen  £600  and  three  £800 
maximum  grants  being  approved.  The  average  approval  cost  for 
the  45  dwellings  is  £426. 

The  following  figures  summarise  the  grant  statistics 
for  the  year.

The  total  amount  paid  out  in  grants  during  the  year  was  £14790. 
This  consisted  of  41  dwellings  at  an  average  cost  per  dwelling 
of  £367. 

Standard  Grants. 


There  were  12  applications  received  and  approved  during  the  year, 
with  payments  totalling  £2972  at  an  average  cost  of  £248  per 
dwelling. 

Special  Grants. No  Special  Grants  were  issued  during  the  year. 
Section  G  -  Rent  Act. 


There  have  been  no  applications  for  Certificates  of 
Disrepair,  and  this  has  been  the  position  for  several  years.  It 
would  appear  that  this  legislation,  provided  for  the  use  of  tenants, 
has  fallen  into  obscurity. 

Qualification  Certificates. 

The  introduction  of  this  procedure  under  the  Housing 
Act,  1969,  enables  the  landlord  of  a  dwelling  with  a  controlled 
tenancy  to  convert  it  to  a  regulated  one,  provided  the  property  is 
in  a  good  condition  and  satisfies  the  Qualifying  Conditions.  Security 
of  tenure  is  not  affected  in  any  way.  The  Council  is  responsible 
for  issuing  Qualification  Certificates  and  this  document  must  be 
produced  to  the  Rent  Officer  with  application  for  registration  of 
fair  rent.

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Slaughter  .In  n  and  Slaughterhouses. 


There  are  five  licenced  slaughterhouses  operating;  one 
wholesale  establishment  and  four  retail  butcher  premises „  The  out¬ 
put  of  two  of  the  retail  butchers  has  decreased  considerably  due  to 
labour  shortages.  There  are  18  registered  slaughtermen. 

Negotiations  with  the  occupiers  of  all  slaughterhouses  had 
proceeded  for  several  years  in  an  attempt  to  restrict  slaughtering, 
except  for  emergencies,  to  the  following  times; 

Mondays  to  Fridays  6  a.m.  to  5  p.m. 

Saturdays  6  a.m.  to  12  noon. 

The  co-operation  of  most  of  the  occupiers  was  received  and 
notices  were  then  served  under  the  Meat  Inspection  (Amendment) 
Regulations,  1966,  to  observe  the  above  stated  hours.  However,  an 
appeal  was  lodged  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Fisheries  and  Food 
in  May  and  finally  determined  in  December.  The  Minister  decided  to 
extend  the  times  set  out  by  the  Council  to  permit  slaughtering  on 

Sundays  from  8  a.m.  to  12  noon;  the  new  times  not  to  be  varied  for  a 

period  of  six  months  from  the  1st.  January  1971  without  the  approval 
of  the  Minister. 

As  a  result,  regular  Sunday  slaughtering  has  continued  at 

one  establishment  involving  approximately  one  hour’s  meat  inspection 
and  travelling,  and  very  intermittent  slaughtering  at  week-ends  has 
occurred  elsewhere.  100$  meat  inspection  has  been  maintained. 

The  statutory  maximum  charge  for  meat  inspection  is  levied. 
Food  Premises. 


Regrettably,  there  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  number  of 
routine  inspections  of  food  premises,  due  to  the  demand  on  the 
Inspectors’  time  with  other  duties. 

Only  one  complaint  emerged  during  the  year;  the  alleged 
purchase  of  a  mouldy  pork  pie. 

Milk  and  Dairies. 


There  are  twenty  registered  distributors  of  milk  in  the 

district. 


A  complaint  concerning  the  poor  keeping  quality  of  milk 
was  received  from  a  Parish  Council  alleging  a  deterioration  in 
condition  since  the  centralisation  of  collection  and  distribution. 
The  attention  of  the  wholesalers  was  drawn. 


Section  E  -  Public  Health  Nuisances.  Complaints,  etc. 

Ninety-six  complaints  of  a  varied  nature  were  received  and 
investigated  by  the  Department.  The  majority  dealt  with  problems 
of  drainage  and  sewerage  and  in  only  one  instance  was  it  necessary  to 
serve  a  statutory  notice.  There  were  none  cf  an  unusal  nature  on 
which  to  elaborate. 

Section  F  -  Caravans  and  Camping. 

There  are  19  sites  licenced  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act,  I960,  catering  in  the  main  for  the 
holiday  maker.  Annual  surveys  of  all  sites  clearly  show  that  excess 
number  of  caravans  are  present;  the  touring  caravan  is  not  adequately 
catered  for  and  there  is  a  demand  for  touring  and  transit  sites. 
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Caravans  and  Camping.  cont.T. 


Protracted  discussions  have  taken  place  for  several 
years  concerning  the  need  to  find  sites  for  68  Gypsy  families  in 
Somerset,  this  Rural  District  being  one  of  four  in  the  County 
mainly  involved.  It  was  finally  resolved; 

(a)  to  agree  to  administer  a  properly  established  camp¬ 
ing  site  for  ten  pitches,  provided  certain  conditions  were  ful¬ 
filled,  at  Farringdon  Hill  Lane,  in  the  parish  of  Stogursey. 

(b)  to  decline  to  agree  to  a  caravan  site  being 
established  at  Wick  Park  Covert,  also  Stogursey  parish  and  to 
notify  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  of  this 
Council’s  objection  to  this  site  proposed  by  the  County  Council. 

To  date.  The  Department  of  the  Environment  has  enquired 
further  into  this  Council’s  objection  to  (b)  but  little  further 
development  has  occurred. 

Section  G  -  Factories  Act  1961. 

There  are  49  premises  registered  under  the  Factories 
Act,  mainly  of  the  light  engineering  type,  where  some  machinery 
is  in  use,  while  others  are  of  a  temporary  nature  such  as 
building  sites,  etc. 

Outworkers  resident  in  the  district  number  47,  of 
which  14  are  employed  by  industries  operating  outside  the  Rural 
District.

The  Rodent  Operative  has  continued  to  deal  with  treatment 
on  farms,  business  and  domestic  premises,  the  first  type  of 
premises  being  our  main  reservoir  of  infestation.  Additionally, 
the  annual  sewer  test  baiting  programme  was  undertaken  at  the 
following  villages;

Only  two  systems,  Kilve  «:nd  Zho^m-sey t  recorded  ‘takes1 
and  required  a  full  maintenance  treatment. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  contracts 
for  business  premises;  17  establishments  and  Watchet  U.D.C. 
together  produced  a  revenue  of  £4 50. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  public  have  been  given  a  free 
service  for  the  destruction  of  fleas,  bugs,  wasps,  hornets,  and 
bees,  and  in  domestic  premises  a  similar  service  for  the  dest¬ 
ruction  of  cockroaches,  silver  fish,  rats,  mice,  and  severe 
fly  infestations.  Further  demands  to  treat  premises  for  bats, 
ants,  beetles  and  many  other  insects  have  from  necessity  been 
declined,  although  advice  and  identification  is  available  for 
householders  in  serious  need.
